In a dispatch 
received from Gen. Otis, about a week 
'ago, he said that the volunteer organ- 
izations did 'not want to leave -the 
Philippines while there was fighting 
for them to do, but he believed that 
the situation would be so much im- 
prove'd in three weeks that he could, 
begin sending them home. 


President McKinley has conferred 


on Gen. Otis the fullest powers in re- 
lation to the discharge of volunteer 
soldiers. • He has been'told; that he 
may send home any organization or 
individuals without consulting the war 
department. 


The government has not seen any 


necessity for organizing the .volunteer 
army of 35,000 men. Some of the. reg- 
iments recently mustered out' have ap- 
plied for re-entry into the volunteer 
service, among them the Two Hundred 
and Second New York.
